Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regard to Claim 1 and 10, the prior art does not teach or render obvious the 
claimed combination, in particular having a printer cylinder supporting unit where the 
movement means for the support bearing move in such a way that the bearing points, 
which lie of a common circle, move along movement lines that have a fixed position 
relative to the supporting frame and intersect each other at a reference point that lies on 
the same common circle and in the operating state lies in a plane that is defined by the 
contact line and the center point.
